Last week’s production, while be- 
low that of Se rene week, was by 
no means small. It aggregated 130,900 
bbls—averaging 21,817 bbls daily— 
against 155,400 bbls the previous 
week, and 123,200 bbls for the 
corresponding time in 1886. As ex- 
pected, the number of mills running 
this week is reduced, there being but 
eleven in operation, against sixteen a 
week ago. About 18,000 bbls daily 
were being produced by the former. 
Two more mills, of the larger class, are 
booked to suspend work by Saturday, 
and this will cut off 5,500 bbls more. 
One mill of 1,300 bbls capacity will 
probably be started early next week, 
and bly others, though there is an 
equal chance of some of those now 
running being stopped. Millers uni- 
formly complain of there being practi- 
cally no flour market, and add that 
they never saw the general situation 
more discouraging. Few orders are 
coming in, and the mills running on 
them are doing so in a hand-to-mouth 
fashion. A limited amount of storing 
is going on here, and small install- 
ments are being sent to Duluth. The 
exports of flour last week were not 
materially changed, and were very 
good in volume.

Minneapolis coopers are once more 
tly agitated, and the hostile feel- 
ng formerly existing between the 
ae and codperative coopers is 
kely to be renewed. It has been 
known forsome time that several of 
the coédperative shops were not paying 
full wages, though the two boss shops 
were, and when the Hardwood-Storage 
shop was closed down Friday without 
anything very definite as to the date 
it would resume, the men became so- 
licitous about work, and appointed a 
committee to consult with the man- 
agement as to the feasibility of keep- 
ing the works running if a concession 
in wages was made. A. R. Hall, the 
temporary manager, took under con- 
sideration a proposition to work for a 
cut of 1c per barrel, deferring an an- 
swer until Tuesday. In the meantime, 
the coopers’ assembly met Monday 
—* and the matter of cutting 
wages being brought up, a vigorous 
discussion is reported to have occurred 
on the subject, the journeymen being 
denied the right to make any compro- 
mise on wages. On Tuesday afternoon, 
the committee from the Hardwood- 
Sto: shop met Mr. Hall and sub- 
mitted the following proposition, which 
was agreed to: That in consideration 
of the shop being started Monday and 
run until all the company’s storage 
was filled, the coopers accept 5 and 8c 
for hooping off—a cut of 2c per barrel. 
By this arrangement, the men have 
hopes of enabling their company to sell 
barrels sufficiently low to largely aug- 
ment its business, and thus secure to 
them steady employment. At the in- 
stance of the coopers’ assembly, a 
meeting of shop managers was called 
Tuesday, at which most of the concerns 
were represented, the Hardwood-Stor- 
age being an exception. Prices of bar- 
rels and wages were considered, but 
nothing was accomplished by the gath- 
ering. One representative, whose sho 
receives 36c for barrels, took the stan 
that until the companies selling at 
lower prices advanced their figure toa 
level with those getting 36c, it was in- 
consistent for them to expect a united 
effort to put up values. A special 
meeting of the coopers’ assembly was 
announced Wednesday to be held the 
next day, for the sup d purpose of 
passing upon the action of the Hard- 
wood-Storage men. It may be a sad 
commentary on the coopering business 
that a cut below 15c for making a bar- 
rel should be necessary, but it seems 
fully warranted in the case above. 


 : 

At considerable labor, and by the 
hearty codperation of stock men, the 
MILLER is this week enabled to give 
an estimate of the stock in four states 
which produce the major portion of 
the stock used for flour barrels in the 
west. The figures, while pernene not 
complete, will doubtless found of 
much value by coopers and dealers, 
who in the past have been totally in 
the dark as to supplies. Our estimate 
is based on reports received from 72 
dealers, 34 being in Michigan, 17 in 
Wisconsin, 13 in Ohio, and 8 in Indi- 
ana. The stave bolts referred to are 
reduced to staves in the figu 1,000 
staves being allowed to the cord. In 
reducing heading bolts to sets, 170 was 
the number counted tothe cord.

The one-stave barrel shop did quite 
a heavy business last week, profiting 
by reason of some of the other shops 
getting out of barrels. 


The receipts of stock last week by

The FP 2annepin Bbl. Co. has been sued 
for $15,000 damages for injuries claimed 
to have been received by Herman 
Drews, a boy 13 years of age, while he 
was operating a saw for the shop. 


The Hennepin Bbl Co. sold the most 
barrels last week since its organization. 
the number being over 17,500. Had 
the company been able to furnish them 
it could have disposed of several 
thousand more. 


A. F. Braga, a pgs: sat cooper 
who for some months has been engaged 
on a profitable barrel contract at Fort 
Dodge, Ia.. was in the city Friday vis- 
iting his family. M. J. Stearns, an- 
other cooper employed in the same 
place the past winter, will engage in 
railroad work on the Manitoba road 
the present summer. 


Josiah J. Philbrick, Mobile, Ala., has 
received a patent on astave jointer. 
He assigns it to the Blount Stave Ma- 
chine Co., of Chicago. The invention 
is a combination, with cutters, their 
shafts and bearings, of slides to which 
the bearings are hinged, having ad- 
justing screws attheir lower extremi- 
ties resting upon cams arranged to be 
operated simultanneously to raise or 
lower the cutters. 


The Phoenix and other shops have 
been made the same proposition to 
move to the suburbs of the East side 
that the Codperative Bbl Co. received 
some time ago, but after looking the 
situation over, it seems doubtful that 
the offer will be accepted. The great 
distance to haul barrels seems to be 
the principal objection to the location, 
increase in the cost of delivery being 
large. All the shops seem to coincide 
in this view. 

About the only thing of interest in 
the Chicago market was the move- 
ment up to this week, of flour barrel 
stock—staves and heading—to Minne- 
apolis, under the influence of low 
freight rates then prevailing, says the 
Northwestern Lumberman of April 9. 
This movement has given more activ- 
ity to the flour stock market than it 
has known for some time, and aided in 
clearing out surplus supplies. The 
local market is unchanged, with little 
doing either in cooperage or coopers’ 
stock. Pork barrels and lard tierces 
are in light demand at practically un- 
changed prices. The stock market is 
dull, with nothing offered and few 
sales. 

To illustrate how the inter-state law 
affects the cost of stock here, a case 
which happened with the Empire Bbl.

trom Olewele, Ia., to this company, 
— which the freight was $73.10, 
whereas the charges on a former car 
was only $34. A small part of the in- 
crease was due to the car being loaded 
somewhat above the maximum weight 
allowed, but the principal difference 
came from the rate being raised from 
10c to 17c per 100 lbs. Some dealers 
who contracted with local coopers for 
stock on the basis of old freights are 
finding it a great hardship to fill their 
obligations. 


A most destructive cooper shop fire 
occurred in Minneapolis Tuesday night, 
the extensive buildings of the North- 
western Codperative Bbl. Co., located 
in the southern part of the city, being 
wholly destroyed. The fire is sup- 
posed to have nm caused by a stroke 
of lightning, the shops being first dis- 
covered in flames about 2 a. m. Before 
the fire department could be called the 
whole structure was in flames and with 
the contents and stock piled about was 


composed of 44 men, of whom A. J. 
Palmes was president, Thomas Flan- 
nery secretary and treasurer, and J. C. 
Hendrickson, Levi Thomas and Peter 
Weiss directors. The shop covered a 
space 150 feet 
built in 1881, when the company was 
organized. The losses were as follows: 
10,000 barrels, valued at $3,500; 44 sets 
of tools valued at $528 ; 10 car loads of 
stock valued at $6,000, and machinery 
and engine which swell the total loss 
to Bey of $18,000, The company 
carried $10,000 insurance, and will re- 
build at once. 


The shops again did a ve od 
business lant wok, but it “- Siow 
that of the week before. This was 
due to the lighter outputof flour. The 
trade was not as equally distributed as 
usual, a few concerns getting much 
more than their usual proportion and 
others less. The use of barrels is like- 
ly to be still further curtailed for a few 
weeks, the mills showing a disposition 
to shut down.

Barrel stock is inactive, and dealers 
are discreetly refraining from making 
offers as a rule. The high freights 
have cut short transactions in elm 
staves, this class of stock coming in at 
present being on old trades, some of 
itintended to arrive on low rates hav- 
ing been caught by the advance. 
Quotations for elm are therefore nom- 
inal, ranging from about 13@13}c per 
set. Oak staves are not offered to any 
extent, and values are not very clear- 
ly defined. Some parties are asking 
for 12}c per set. One shop manager 
remarked Saturday that he was in the 
market for oak staves if prices were 
not forced too high, and should at 
once open correspondence with a view 
to making purchases of oak with which 
to use the supply of elm he now has 
on hand. Coopersreport a few deal- 
ers asking 4jc per set for heading, but 
the usual price remains at 43. The 
supply of heading, however, is not 
large, and it is held firm at the latter 
figure. Shaved hoops are unchanged, 
the range of quotations being $7@7.25. 
The receipts of stock last week were 
moderate, amounting to 39 cars, but 
were largely made up of elm staves, 
belated in transportation. The re- 
ceipts were divided as follows: 
staves, 7} cars; elm staves, 19; head- 
ing, 13; shaved hoops, 9 ; hoop poles, 2.

We 
find no two —_ _— in aa a 
ing arrangemen ery few people 
have clearly defined ideas as to any- 
thing pertaining to system in the 
separations.

ractice in the cleaning of wheat.

ple whose ideas would coincide. 
This same lack of system and this 
same mixed condition applies to the 
arrangement of machinery. A great 
deal of it is the result of thoughtless- 
ness. Some of it is the result of bigot- 

begotten of a desire tostand alone. 
When it comes to the grading of flour, 
there is no pretense of uniformity. 
There is a very wide range in the 
quality of patents, and yet there is no 
way to estimate or to recognize the 
different es which exist. The 
same may said of clear or bakers’ 
flour.

In other lines of industry we will 
find some uniformity of practice. In 
the cotton mills this is particularly 
notable. We find it true in the ma- 
chine shops and many other establish- 
ments which might be named. The 
effect of this is that the manufacturers 
in the lines mentioned, and mill engi- 
neers, when they meet in conversa- 
tion or otherwise, can discuss the finer 
details of the business. The princi- 
ples have in a measure been settled, 
and for this reason the work has been 
gradually brought to a greater state of 
perfection.

Still another says 
that most of the mills which he visits 
are taking 4 bus 50 lbs of wheat to 
make a barrel of flour, and that 5 bus 
is not infrequently used. Another 
says that very few millers know what 
they are using. Now all of this rep- 
resents a very sad condition of things. 
It shows that milling progress has not 
been uniform. It indicates that the 
middlings idea which took possession 
of the millers a few years ago has had 
the same effect as a oes many other 
revolutions. It has, in a ce: sense, 
demoralized those who have been un- 
der its influence. There has been de- 
veloped a tinkering, experiment- 
ing, restless spirit which has been 
fatal to harmony or concert of action.

There are those which 
are making hundreds and thousands 
of barrels of flour a day and those 


from | which make only a few barrels, stand- 


ing side by side. One makes a large 
number of reductions and se tions, 
and the other a very few. ere are 
buhr mills, roller mills, complete and 
incomplete, long and short system 
roller mills, all operating in the same 
general field. There are yet a good 
many millsin the coun which take 
the same position in their field as did 
the old fashioned blacksmith and 
wagon making shops which were 
scattered throughout the country—a 
kind of roadside industry. Mills of 
this kind supply the farmer or the res- 
idents of smail towns in a measure 
and ship their surplus to the nearest 
market, usually a relatively small one, 
ville, or posalbly they ship to: Ohieago 
le, or y they ship cago 
to be slaughtered. To some of these 
mills the price of the flour does not 
mean so much asit might. The wheat 
comes in exchange for flour. The 
mill owner does all his own work, 
buhr dressing, sweeping, bookkeeping 
and that of the miller and roustabout. 
Possibly he has a boy to help him, but 
as he does not swell the pay roll, his 
employment is not a serious matter. 
When the miller ships the flour, it is 
for the purpose of getting cash for his 
own labor of grinding. One price or 
another for his flour merely means the 
difference of cents in the compensation 
aed day for his own work. is mill 
merely one type. There is another 
which makes 100 to 125 bbls of flour a 
day, where they employ a ——— 
two millers and a small force. e 
bookkeeper has to attend to the buying 
of wheat, and helps to wait on the 
farmers. The proprietor superintends 
all. If there are two of them, one is 
usually the bookkeeper. If there isa 
third, he a stand a watch, if he 
does not do a laborer’s work. A mill 
of this kind has to rise to the dignity 
of a merchant mill. Its flour must be 
sold in the neighboring towns and 
have a place in some of the larger 
markets, where it can be sold to ar- 
rive, or otherwise, if it is not 
consigned. A third type of mill is 
one that makes from 300 to 500 bbls 
of flour a day. In addition to a local 
trade, it must have correspondence in 
all of the markets within reach. If it 
be located in Missouri, it sends flour 
west, south and east, as well as abroad. 
If east of Missouri, the western trade 
is counted out and the east and south 
only are taken into consideration in 
the matter of domestic markets. The 
foreign market comes into considera- 
tion. Mills of this kind are organized 
on a different plan from the last men- 
tioned. They have a head miller and 
trained help aside from the miller in 
caring for the purifiers and the rolls, 
and an independent roustabout force ; 
frequently an office which is detached 
from the mill, and a bookkeeper who 
acts as cashier, a proprietor who at- 
tends to the business end of the ma- 
chine in detail, and another, possibly, 
who is general superintendent.

Another of mill is represented 
by one which makes 800 or more bar- 
rels of flour day. A large portion 
of their business is forei; under fa- 
vorable circumstances. they get 
larger, they have their own agents in 
the principal domestic markets. They 
have men in their own office whose 
principal business is to dis of the 
roduct. Theselling end:of the machine 
is as complete as the mechanical. Thus 
it will be noticed that in all respects 
there is as t a difference in the 
types of mills when viewed in a busi- 
ness way, as there is when considered 
mechanically. I do not speak of these 
mattersin a spirit of reform, but merely 
mention them. because they exist.

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I have very little new to report in 
our wheat and flour market, which has 
remained in a very dull state, in spite 
of a substantial reduction in the quan- 
tity afloat, in the visible ps ol on 
— side, and in our stocks, last week. 

he primary cause of the dullness here 
has been the discouraging reports from 
your side, not the leastimportant part 
of which was the report that the agri- 
cultural bureau estimated the quantity 
of wheat in farmers’ hands on March 1 
at 122,000,000 bus, which, with the vis- 
ible supply of 57,000,000 bus made a to- 
tal available supply of 179,000,000 bus 
irrespective of the stocks in dealers’ 
and millers’ hands, not included in 
either of the above returns. The read- 
ing of this information on this side is 
as follows: 

As the stocks invisible and visible, 
amount to 179,000,000 bus, and seeing 
that the home requirements do not ex- 
ceed 110,000,000 bus during the four 
months ended June 30, after which 
date the new crop becomes available. 
it follows that the surplus for expor 
amounts to from fifty to sixty million 
bushels. If the smaller total be ex- 
ported, the visible supply on June 30 
will be 19,000,000 bus, a small, but suf- 
ficient amount. Assuming, therefore, 
that America wants to export, or ought 
to export 50,000,000 bus in these four 
months, we have, after deduction of 
6,000,000 bus for the wants of the trop- 
ical markets, a net surplus for Europe 
of 42,000,000 bus. Now one of the great 
disappointments of the present season 
has n the failure of the continent to 
fad what was expected of her. Espec- 
ially is this the case with France, who 
was expected last September to require 
in the present season of 1886-87, about 
10,000,000 qrs, or 80,000,000 bus, but 
who as a matter of fact will probably 
be able to do with less than half this 
quantity especially as a duty of 5 
francs | 100 kilo, equal to 8s 9d per 
qr, on foreign wheat, and one of 8s 6d 
per sack on flour has just been voted 
in the French parliament, and will go 
into force next month. This being so, 
it follows that not more than 20 per 
cent of the above surplus of 42,000,000 
bus will be taken by the continent of 
Europe, the remainder, or 33,500,000 
bus, coming as a consequence to the 
United Kingdom, which country will 


‘require in the fourmonths in question, 


certainly not more than 25,000,000 bus. 
Thus if the above figures be correct, 
there is no fear of any lack of supplies, 
and as a consequence the outlook for 
the “bull” operator is not very cheer- 
ing.

The agitation for protection against 
foreign flour is decidedly making way 
in this country. The Glasgow millers 
have followed their London brethren 
by holding meetings on the subject, 
and there is a general agreement of 
opinion among all classes that the time 
is now close at hand when a change 
will be necessary in our fiscal laws, 
otherwise the flour making industry, 
like the su, and silk manufactures, 
will leave the country ——- Mean- 
while our imports of foreign flour con- 
tinue exorbitantly large and bear an 
unusually heavy proportion to the 
wheat imports. In London the trade 
is perhaps worse than in any other 
= of the country, the reason being 

hat three months ago, when prices 
were high, large quantities of -Ameri- 
can flour were bought for forward de- 
livery, which are now arriving and 
show a loss to the buyer of 2@3s per 
sack, the present price of Minneapolis 
straights, ex-ship, in London being 23s 
6d per sack of 280 lbs.

To this there was a unanimous expres- 
sion on the part of representatives from 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Indiana, of a 
willingness to refrain from ony fs 
stave on the Chicago market for the 
next two years if need be, allowing 
southern operators a practical monop- 
oly of that point. icago was con- 
ceded to be the leading stave market 
of the country, and about the most un- 
satisfactory. Its quotations govern 
the prices throughout the northwest 
and south, but as the trade was practi- 
cally controlled by one firm and was 
largely, if not wholly, influenced by 
the penitentiary trade of Joliet, it was 
a market anything but profitable to 
the shipper. Reports were received 
from 53 persons and firms, represent- 


ing probably three-fourths of the prod- | Y 


uct in Illinois, Wisconsin, Arkansas 
Indiana and Missouri, showing a total 
shipment from March 1, 1886, to March 
1, 1887, of 54,500,000, and a present 
stock on hand of 26,000,000, in the 
hands of manufacturers. This would 
not indicate an abnormally large stock 
of material.

There has been very little doing in 
flour in this market during the past 
week, the break caused by the differ- 
ent holidays leaving dealers little dis- 
posed to trade. The week opened with 
a general willing-to-sit-on-the-fence 
sort of feeling in the trade, caused by 
the uncertainty arising from the new 
inter-state commerce law, and in addi- 
tion to this, the latter part of the week 
has been flat from the effects of elec- 
tions in the west, fast day here, and 
“Good Friday” in all markets but this. 
Our Puritavical ancestors, when they 
settled on this coast, apparently were 
not willing to allow the observance of 
anything that could be construed into 
Catholicism, so made no account of 
“Good Friday.” But to offset this, 
they appointed a Thursday in Lent, 
which they called ‘‘fast’’ . This 
custom of “fast’’ day is still kept up 
here, but instead of fasting it is re- 
garded as a regular holiday, and of late 
ears has been especially noted for be- 
ing the day on which the Boston base 
ball club plays its first game of the 
season. The custom of ignoring ‘“‘Good 
Friday”’ is also religiously lived up to, 
but as all the other principal markets 
observe this day, it is farcical to not 
make ita holiday here, as little busi- 
ness is done. The trade here is very pe- 
culiar in some respects, not caring to 
do much business before a holiday, nor

On the part of the 
agents they are no better posted, but 
on some occasions they find a chance 
to throw in a few carloads at a fair 
price. The general price for spring 
patents from the mills is $5@5.10 for 
the best brands, but as was stated 
above, this figure presents no tempta- 
tion for the buyer, and as some of the 
mills have in certain instances shaded 
the inside figure, there has been little 
done at the outside price. Winter 
wheats are even less easily moved than 
spring patents, and without some deal- 
er is in actual want of some particular 
brand, few sales are made. 


‘The interior is still covered with 
snow, and this keeps the distributing 
trade down, and tends to depress the 
whole market.. On ’change the situa- 
tion remains without anything new to 
note on the flour side of the house, al- 
though the oat and corn markets are 
doing better. One change which has 
been brought about. by the new law 
and is being felt by most agents here, 
is the privilege of billing goods through 
to outside points, at no advance over 
the freight rate to Boston.

As to tempering wheat, of which 
mention was made in my letter pre- 
this, but two methods were con- 
sidered. e vast extent of territory 
over which the milling interests of 
America extend suggest that the ques- 
tion is one to be classed as climatical. 
For illustration, the millers of the Pa- 
cific slope have always found it to their 
advantage to wet the grain and store it 


in stock fp ym ——, provid 
upward of 24 hours before reducing i 
for flouring purposes. This severe 
tempering system is considered by the 
foremost millers of California as abso- 
lutely essential to the successful mill- 
ing of their very and consequently 
tender variety of wheat. A.most inter- 
esting conversation which it was my 
good fortune to have with the senior 
partner of the largest milling firm on 
the Pacific coast, developed the opin- 
ion that their grain was of very much 
freer milling quality than any he had 
found during an extensive eastern 
tourof investigation, and required con- 
siderably less power in the manufac- 
ture. his condition of things evi- 
dently proceeds from the very dry 
wheat, and the tender bran peculiar 
to that mild climate. I do not think 
the wheat milled on this side of 
the Rockies demands as_ severe 
asystem of tempering. If, however, 
I am mistaken in this, and the wetting 
of wheat is found desirable, it is con- 
fined to very narrow limits, and has 
— my notice. The very fact that 
California wheat can not be most suc- 
cessfully milled except in connection 
with an extensive preparatory system 
of tempering, is responsible for the 
invention and application of such a 
system in every mill in that section. 
Because the wheat of other sections 
does not require so much, is no good 
excuse for its total neglect. It is a 
question of degree, and proper consid- 
eration and demonstration by experi- 
ment can alone develop of how much 
importance the principle is when ap- 
plied to different sections. While it 
may be evident that wetting wheat 
would —— its value for flouring 
ile ite the average fall wheat 
mills, it suggests to my mind the prob- 
ability that in the case of tough 
wheat, containing too much moisture, 
and which resuits in reducing the 
capacity of our mills, and requirin 
more power in its manufacture, a 
drying system would be of immense 
benefit, during the summer months, 
making it possible to keep the outputon 
an equal footing with that of the win- 
ter season, and promote uniform qual- 
ity and yields. If by this means the 
usual reduction of 25 per cent in the 
capacity of the mills, following har- 
vest, could be avoided, the proportion- 
ate cost of the man ture will illus- 
trate of what immense value such a 
tempering system would be to the 
milling interest. It has been pro 
by more than one correspondent of the 
milling journals that a system of freez- 
ing the wheat by mechanical means 
would be desirable as a measure to af- 
ford capacity during the warm months. 
The theory obvious rung from the 
little learning” which is generally 
credited as being dangerous. By giv- 
ing the matter thought it will be fom 
to the reader that the different degrees 
of moisture are what has to do with 
rapid work, and have much to do with 
the amount of power required, while 
the location of the moisture in the 
wheat pnw f deals directly with the 
quality of the results, co uently it 
is desirable to have that portion of the 
wheat be which constitutes the 
flour producing element entirely dry 
and that part which constitutes offal 
sufficiently moist to promote toughen- 
ing and facilitate its tion from 
the flour after the reduction.

Corners and Crops on the Pacific Coast. 


Wheat is now higher in San Francis- 
co thanin New York—a most unusual 
stateof affairs, says the Portland Ore- 
gue In New York it is quoted at 

1@92c per bu, and in San Francisco 
at $1 or a fraction over—a difference of 
about 8c A on bu in favor of San Fran- 
cisco. is has been brought about by 
San Francisco dealers making a corner 
and obtaining the control of all the 
California wheat. The Englishmen 
who have been selling car, of Oal- 
ifornia wheat are now ob to pay 
the higherrates in order to fulfill their 
contracts. This is rough on the En- 
glishmen, but it will put dollars in the 
pockets of the California speculators, 
and enable them to put California 
wheat on a par with Oregon wheat for 
once. A of Oregon under the 
natural order of thing always brin 
a little more than a cargo of California 
wheat. Present prices in San Fran- 
cisco are purely speculative, and can 
notstand long. 
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According to the San Francisco 
produce exchange correspondents in 
every county in California, the wheat 
crop is in fair condition, and rain will 
insure alargecrop. It suffers some 
from wantof moisture. From Modesto 
south the crops are in a very critical 
condition. A shower will do but little 
if any good in parts of the central 
counties. The southern counties, with 
the exception of Venure, are not en- 
couraging. The acreagein all of them 
shows more or less decrease, and they 
do not promise to cut a large figure in 
the yield of wheat this year. Re- 
cent showers were copious in the 
northern and central parts of the state, 
but it was not there that they were 
most needed. The rain has ceased.

Under date of April 6, the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin says: Fair wheat reports 
come from Sacramento, Santa Clara, 
Salina and Sonoma valleys, but the 
great wheat region in the Joaquin 
valley is suffering badly for want of 
rain. North of San Francisco the early 
winter sown grain and summer fallow 
is doing well, but the late sown grain 
still requires from 20 to 30 inches of 
rain to insure a good average crop in 
these counties. Indications from south- 
ern countries are that the crop, even 
with good rains to come, will be about 
the average. The probabilities are that 
the coming crop will not be more than 
two-thirds of last year’s yield. Should 
this prove correct, the total crop will 
not exceed 700,000 tons. To this should 
be added the amount carried over on 
July 1 next, which it is estimated will 
be 85,000 tons. Deduct from these fig- 
ures what will be required for home 
consumption, exports to China and 
carry over, the quantity left and avail- 
able for export will be about 30,000 tons.

A New Roller Dress. 


At the time when the good old mill- 
stone was forced to an ignominious 
abdication in favor of the roller mill, 
its dress had been brought to a degree 
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of excellence quite unknown in ite 
early days; time and experience were 
required to determine the condition of 
surface that would fit it for the best 
work of which it wascapable. The 
same agencies have been at work up- 
on the roller, and, although it is still a 
youthful machine, have developed a 
considerable number of varying cor- 
rugations, each intended to increase 
the ag of middlings. One of 
the latest, perhaps the latest, of these 
corrugations is that of which Frank 
Beall, of Decatur, I1l., is the inventor 
and patentee. It is known as the “cor- 
rugated furrow” dress, and is intended 
for application to the second and third 
b rolls. The patent covers a first 
break, in which the slow roll has half- 
inch and the fast roll quarter-inch cor- 









ee. By the use of this break, 
it is claimed, the grains are parted uni- 
formly in the crease, and the germ is 
thrown out unbroken, no chipsand only 
one and a half per cent of break flour 
being made. But the chief interest 
centers in the remaining two brea 
whose operation with the corrugat 
furrows is said to result in an unusually 
large reduction without flouring the 
stock or cutting the bran ; ind it is 
even asserted of the second break that 
it makes more middlings at one reduc- 
tion than are made by several reduc- 
tions with ordinary rolls, while the 
stock is left broad, firm, and in prime 
condition for handling. The third 
break has a dress similar to that of the 
second, and in its operation is a some- 
what modified repetition of the latter. 
It is claimed that by their use the 
roducts of the mill are generally 
improved, there being a larger percent- 
age of high grade flour, and less stock 
for the lower grades than with 
the corrugations now in common use. 
The Beall corrugation is an approach 
to the millstone surface, aod ed of 
course by the different form of the 
roller. It is also a variation of the cel- 
ebrated Stevens dress, with which the 
name of the Jno. T. Noye Mfg. Co. has 
so long been associated.

Induction Condensers. 


In the Pillsb' A mill, in this city, 
there has recently been put in one of 
those apparently wonderful little in- 
struments called an induction con- 
denser. This device takes the exhaust 
steam from an engine, draws the water 
for condensation from the river and 

roduces a vacuum of from 26 to 28 

ches without a ~~ piece of mov- 
ing mechanism or the expenditure of 
any force other than that contained in 
the exhaust steam itself. That such a 
result could have been accomplished 
would a few years ago have been 
deemed im ible, yet the device for 
accomplishing it is in successful and 
continuous operation. The marked 
contrast between the expense of run- 
ning an induction condenser and an 
ordi air pump convinces us that 
this will become in a few years nearly 
the only kind of condenser in use. 








The accompanying illustration gives 

a view of the internal construction. 
The water entering at the water inlet 
passes down around the internal tube 
or ram, as itis called (shown by dark 
lines), and creates a suction ae 
the series of small conical nozzles. e 
exhaust steam surrounding these noz- 
zles is drawn _ into the moving stream 
of water and there condensed. The 
vacuum thus produced causes the re- 
maining steam to flow with increased 
velocity and impinge upon the internal 
column of water. The blow thus pro- 
duced by the incoming steam is suffi- 
cient to raise water for condensation 
from 16 to 20 feet without any addi- 
tional power. Where the lift is greater 
than this the disc must be carried 
down so that the additional suction re- 
uired may be obtained by the fall 
m the condenser to the outlet. 
When starting, live steam is admitted 
to raise the water to the condenser, 
after which the live steam is shut off. 
These condensers are being put upon

The demand for 
more storage room for wheat makes 
this necessary. The new elevator will 
be supplied with power by cable from 
the mill, anc an underground conduc- 
tor will convey the wheat from the 
elevator to the mill.
